The prosecution was in- 
etifuteil by the state board of health, 
represented by Ailing and Schwaba as 
counsel. Klimek was fitted .*20n. 


Calls on Ailing. 


Today he called on Ailing with refer- 


ence fo the case asking that Ailing try 
to get the 6n». reduced as Klimek said 
he was destitute and would bavi> to 
servo out the fine in the work house. 
Ailing replied thnf. be would recommend 
that the tine be. reduced to $100. 


"You don't need to do that," said 


Klimek. "because T havp to go to jail 
anyway because I haven't got $100." 
Ailing was about to reply \vhen Kliwk 
drew his pistol and fired. 
Srhwaba 


rushed forward but was stunned for a 
moment by a second bullet which grazed 
his head. 
Klimek then fired a bullet 


into his own left side. 


The shooting occurred so suddenly 


thg(. several clients who were in tlie 
office had no time to interfere.

staggered into an adjoining office whe.n 
he wss removed to St. Luke's hospital.

Rare Antediluvian Bones 


Have Been Sent to 


Museum. 


IMPERIAL 
ELEPHANT 


Los. Angeles.. Dec. 25.—Exploring the 


asphalt deposits in the Eancho la Brea 
fossil beds on Wilshire boulevard, scien- 
tists working for the Los Angeles County 
museum, have just discovered and given 
to the world of science the bones of three 
rare and extinct animals, which will bo 
worth a small fortune when restored and 
set up. 


Four Hundred thousand years ago these 


mammoth animals were roaming about.a 
jungle where now stand tlie aristocratic 
homes of Los Angeles. An imperial ele- 
phant is just beginning to show up in 
one of the pits. The skull of a mastodon 
was loaded on a tray and sent to the Ex- 
position Park museum. A giant ground 
sloth anda little sloth are being taken 
out in sections. Completing the remark- 
able collection are the bones of several 
saber-teeth tigers and wolves. 


L. E. Wyman. in charge of the excava- 


tions, regards the La Brea beds as one 
of the most promising locations ever dis- 
covered in the world for the production 
of valuable fossils. The story of how so 
many rare animals came to be buried in 
this spot, as it has been reconstructed by 
gcoogists and scientists, is a thriling 
one. 


Giants Trapped in Asphalt. 


Lakes of asphalt were formed here, 


being driven from below by immense 
quantities of gas. 
This asphalt spread 


itself through the jungles that then ex- 
isted. The La Brea pits occupy a de- 
pression among the bills and in the rainy 
season water collected and covered the 
masses of sticky asphalt.

poem about gool old St. Nick and his 
reindeers and slcighful of presents, that 
came down the chimney that wonderful 
Christmas cveV 


And here is that very poem, jnst as 


good old Dr. Clement C. -Moore wrote it, 
nearly 100 years ago—in his own hand- 
writing and with 
his own signature. 


And this is doubtless the very first time 
yon have cyer seen a copy of this pre- 
cious manuscript—one of the treasures 
of the New York Historical society/and 
•which was never photographed iu its en- 
tirety until a copy was made for this 
paper.

Old Dr. Moore didn't think much of the 
DR. CLEMENT G. MOORE. 


poem when he wrote it for his two little 
children, in 1822. It was just a trifle, 
hardly worthy of a scholar, he thought. 
The author was professor of Greek and 
oriental languages in the general theo- 
logical seminary of New York, and a 
very, very learned man. He counted on 
his Hebrew lexicon and other ponderous 
works to win him fame. But they arc 
all forgotten and this "trifle" that he was 
half .ashamed of is his real claim to im- 
mortality. 


And this poem has probably done more 


than any .other tiling to make our great 
American Christmas such a wonderful 
children's 
festival. 
For there wasn't 


much Christmas before it was written; - 


1 New Yorkers used to 
celebrate 
St. 


Nicholas eve. Dec. 5, as they did in Hol- 
land, without paying much attention to 
Christmas itself. By 1J322, however, they 
had begun to merge the two festivals-in 
a celebration on December 25. And the 
"Visit of St. Nicholas,"- sweeping over 
the country with its quick, strong ap- 
peal to children, made the change-com- 


plete and created .our modern "Santa 
Clans" Christmas. 


This copy of the poem printed here was 


made by Dr. Moore, in.18fl2, forty years 
after he 'had first written it, when lie 
was over SO years old.

Officials to Get New Bank-

WILSON 
SIGNS 
BILL 


Washington; Dec. 24.—Organization of 


the new bunking, system.. provided by 
the currency bill which "President Wilson 
signed at 0:01 o'clock hist evening, will 
be -undertaken immediately by Secre- 
tary .JIcAdoo, of the. treasury, and Sec- 
retary Houston, of agriculture, two of 
the three members of the. committee 
charged with the task by law. The comp- 
troller of. the currency is.named as the 
third member, but this office is now va- 
cant and cannot be filled until the pres- 
ident sends a. nominal ion to the senate 
upon his return to AVoshington after the 
holidays. It is agreed in official circles, 
however, that a majority is authorized 
to act. so the two cabinet officers are 
preparing to proceed without waiting for 
a full committee. 


_ Treasury department authorities (te- 
nded that the deputy comptroller tem- 
porarily in charge of the office could 
not nerve on the organisation committee 
because this duty would be in ihc cx- 
ofticio class. 


Wilson is Gratified.

Only constructive action, only the ac- 
tion which accomplishes something, fills 
men with the enthusiasm of co-opera- 
tion and I think that at this session of 
congress 
we have witnessed 
an ac- 


cumulating pleasure and enthusiasm on 
the • part of the 
membership of both 


houses in seeing substantial and last- 
ing things accomplished. 


Votes of Republicans. 


It is ft matter of real gratification to 


me. that in the case of this bill there 
should luive been sn considerable a num- 
ber of republican votes cast for it. All 
great measures under our system of gov- 
ernment are of necessity party measures, 
for the party of the majority Is re- 
sponsible for their origination and their 
passage; but this cannot be called a 
lartisau measure,

modation and of concession and of com- 
mon understanding is the day of pence 
and achievement of necessity. We have 
come to the beginning of that day. Men 
arc no longer resisting the conclusions 
which the nation has arrived at a-s to the 
necessity of readjustments of its busi- 
ness. Business 
men of all sorts 
are 


showing their willingness to' come into 
this arrangement which 1 venture to 
characterize as the constitution of peace. 
So that by common counsel and by the 
accumulating force of co-operation 
are going to seek more and more to serve 
the country. 


Public Opinion Accepts It. 


"I have been surprised at the sudden 


acceptance of this measure by public 
opinion everywhere. I say surprised be. 
cause it seems as if it had suddenly be 
come obvious to men who had looked at 
it with too critical an eye that it was 
really meant in their interest. 
They 


have opened their eyes to see a thing 
which they had supposed to be hostile 
to be friendly and serviceable—exactly 


ivhat we intended it to be and what wi •— 
shall intend all our legislation to be. The' 
men who have fought, for this measure. 
niy« fought nobody. They have simply," 
fought for those accommodations which 
are going to secure us in prosperity and" 
in peace. 
Nobody can be. the friend of 


any class in America in the sense of be- 
ing the enemy of any other class. You 
can only be the friend of one class by 
showing it the lines by which it can ac- 
commodate itself to the other class. Tl\e 
lines of help are always the lines of ac- 
commodation. 


"It is in this spirit, therefore, that w.c 


rejoice together tonight and 1 cannot saj. 
with what deep emotions of gratitude-.1 
feel that I have had a part in completing 
a. work which. I think will be of lasting 
benefit to the business of the country.".

vestigation '; was begun today by John 
.•riflin, fire chief, to determine who is to 
dame for selling a highly inflammable oil 
that has caused .three fires, two .deaths 
and injured several others, two of whom 
probably will die. 
'The dead are: Eight-months-old child 


of John 
Jones ' and three-and-a-half- 


rears-old Herbert Mucfcenfuss. 


The injurcd'arc: Hrs. John Jones, un- 


conscious and recovery" impossible, and 
Andrew. Schawitch, .reported dying at a 
jospital; %s. Lawrence Jluckenfuss, 
condition serious.. 


One of the fires occurred at the Scha- 


witcli borne. Schawitch was pouring the 
oil • iu a stove, when the can exploded, 
covering him with 
flames. 
Hc. rushed 


out of the house, a veritable torch, and 
before neighbors could reach him every 
stitch of clothing was burned from bis 
body, except bis-shoes. . 


In auothcr-accident a lamp exploded 


in the Muckcnfuss.hbmc, scattering burn- 
ing.oil over-Herbert, the child, who was 
sleeping-in his crib. The, house was set 
on fire. Jlr?. Muckenfuss was burned 
when helping to put out the fire that 
enveloped her.child: 


Mrs. Jones was burned : when holding 


her baby and pouring oil in a stove. The 
house was set on -'fire. 


Although the two explosions . of oil 


being poured. in stoves is attributed 
partly, to carelessness, tbe . explosion of 
tbe lamp indicated something wrong 
with the oil. .It is believed that in some 
manner gasoline has been mixed with 
kerosene. •.
